route between Jacksonville and Ha- 
vana, the hydro airplane Pathfinder, 
in command of Lieut.

The commissioner is a 100 per cent 


Filipino, a Visayan, and Is one of the 
foremost leaders of the party in power 
In the islands. During American occu- 
pation lie has ieen .successively sovvi 
ernor of his province, member of the 
Philippine legislature, cabinet mem- 
ber and executive secretary of the 
islands. 


Like many statesmen of the PMlfp-''

El Nuevo Dia of Cebu, the first Fili- 
pino paper published advocating Phil- 
ippine independence. The paper came 
tinder the censorship of General' Mc- 
Intyre, and on the appearance of the 
first number the editors were left in 
the singular position of seeing every 
prominent article blue penciled. 


Mrs. de Veyra, like her husband, is 


a "live wire" in the Philippines' cause. 
She is the best known Filipina in 
America. She is an interesting public 
speaker and is constantly giving illus- 
trated lectures at women's clubs and 
other gatherings. Mrs. de Veyra is a 
publicity bureau all in herself and has lie schools in Manila, slipped right into 
put the Philippines on the map, so far 
as the women folk of Washington con- 
gressional circles are concerned. 


"I find that the Filipino people have 


been much misrepresented in the Unit- 


ed States," says Mrs. de Veyra. "I do 
not mean to infer we are perfect, for 
we are not. My people have most of 
the defects, I suppose, that other hu 
mans have, but at the same time .we 
are far from the people, that many 
Americans have been made to believe. 
Not only are we a Christian people, 
but our race has a history that we are 
not ashamed of. Throughout the Phil- 
ippine Islands the people are now 
working earnestly to improve them- 
selves und their conditions so they will 
be prepared to take over their own af- 
fairs. We all love America for giving 
us a chance to help ourselves and for 
having promised us our Independence, 
which is one of the dearest desires of 
the entire citizenship of the Islands."

Filipinos have been founded on Sun- 
day supplement descriptions of wild 
tribes, Mrs. de Veyra's gentle manner 
and evident Culture Mve been a reve- 
lation. She is sought by women's clubs 
because of her charming manner as an 
impromptu speaker on the subject 
nearest her heart—the women of her 
country. 


At a recent Washington gathering 


she gave in perfect English a concise 
account of the work of a woman's club 
In Manila which supplies milk to the

It was pointed out that nearly every 
state in the Union that could lay the 
least claim to having good roads 
assisted travelers by giving a road 
map that show's the various tours, 
iut Honda has no such guide, with 
the' exception of the small maps put 


• out by tire manufacturers. 


E. P. Woodbury, president of the 


hotel association, is now on his way 
to New York, where he will confer 
with a publisher on the final details 
.of the map, the preliminary plans be- 
ing fixed on an issue of 100,000. The 
map is to show all roads entering the 
state and will also show the interstate 
roads in every section with correct 
and up to date data as to the condi- 
•tion and character of such roads. 


The maps will also carry the names 


of all hotels enrolled as members o£ 
the association, and these hotels will 
be supplied with maps for distribu- 
tion to autoists. 
A greater distribu- 


tion will be effected by placing the 
juaps in hotels of neighboring states 
•and in advantageous places through- 
out the north. Such a plan of adver- 
tising is carried on by the New Eng- 
land Hotel association, and according 
to statements of those who have vi: 
ited New England, the maps of that 
section are of much value to motor- 
ing tourists. 


An extra effort will be made to in-

•association this summer, in order that 
all new members can get their names 
xm the maps and thereby share in the 
lesults of the advertising. It is the 
plan of the association to have the 
maps printed by August 15th of this

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Control of Watermelon 


Anthracnose by Spraying 


The most practical method of re- 


ducing the damage done by anthrac- 
nose is to spray the watermelon vines 
with 4-4-50 Bordeaux mixture. 
If 


spores are carried to healthy melon 
.vines they will become diseased un- 
jless protected by a coating of spray 
mixture, •which prevents the germin- 
ation of these spores and the develop- 
ment of the fungus. 


Thorough applications of Bordeaux 


mixture will prevent the spread of 
anthracnose and, will help to control 
other diseases of the crop. 
One 


must remember that spraying is a 
preventive, 
not a cure, and that 


it is effective only to the extent 
that the surface of the plant is kept 
covered with a thin coating of the 
spray solution. 
Knowing this and 


the fact 
that the disease spreads 


rapidly during and immediately after 
rainy 
weather, the 
fanner 
must 


choose the proper time for the appli- 
cation. It as best to 'make (he first 
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application when the vines begin to 
run, spray the second time one week 
after the first melons have set, and 
make a third application about two 
weeks later. If farmers have not fol- 
lowed this schedule and anthracnose 
appears, spray immediately and re- 
peat 
in 
10 to 
12 days, if rainy 


weather a third application' will be 
required. 


Anthracnose is caused by a mic- 


roscopic plant, a fungus known as 
colletotrichum lagenarium. 
Vines 


attacked by this disease may be rec- 
ognized by the numerous irregular 
black spots which appear 
on, the 


leaves. 
When heavily infected the 


leaves will have a tendency to shrivel 
and curl and after heavy rains spread 
rapidly. 


Do not plant melons on the same 


land two years in succession, as this 
disease will live over from one sea- 
son to another in. the soil. Do not 
work among rhe vines when they are 
wet, as this is a good way to spread 
the diseaoe. Select a bright, sunny 
day tor spraying, in order that your 
spray mixture will dry thoroughly. 
Hake your Bordeaux mixture care- 
fully. 
If it contains more than four 


pounds of bluestone to 50 gallons, the 
foliage may be severely burned. Do 
not use an old mixture, prepare your 
spray fresh just before' using. Home- 
niads Bordeaux mixture is more sat- 
isfactory than commercial prepara- 
tions, and is at least 50 per cent 
cheaper. Bluestone may be purchas- 
ed in small quantities at 13 to 15 
cents per pound, quicklime (never 
use air-slacked) at two to three cents 
per pound, and at these prices your 
spray mixture will no\. exceed the 
cost of 1% cents per gallon. 
Volu- 


sia county has several hundred acres 
of watermelons and most of the grow- 
ers arc spraying, but if you haven't, 
do it today.

The Hon. Jaime C. de Veyra Is the 


Resident Commissioner from the Phil- 
ippine Islands to the United States and 
has just been elected to a second term 
of three years. As Resident Commis- 
sioner he has a seat on the floor of 
the American Congress, the privilege 
of taking part in debates, although to 


Commissioner de Veyra has an rateiv 


esting wife and four bright Filipino 
kiddies. ^The De Veyra family, Individ- 
ually and collectively, constitute the 
best argument as to the tact and capa- 
bilities of Filipinos that the Philippine 
Islands have in Washington. 


The commissioner is a 100 per cent 


Filipino, a Visayan, and Is one of the 
foremost leaders of the party in power 
In the islands. During American occu- 
pation lie has ieen successively gov- 
ernor of his province, member of the 
Philippine legislature, cabinet mem- 
ber and executive secretary of the 
islands. 


Lfke many statesmen of the Pnflip-' 


pines, he was originally a newspaper 
man. 
He was one of the founders of 


El Nuevo Dia of Cebu, the first Fili- 
pino paper published advocating Phil- 
ippine independence. The paper came 
tinder the censorship of General' Mc- 
Intyre, and on the appearance of the 
first number the editors were left in 
the singular position of seeing every 
prominent article blue penciled. 


Mrs. de Veyra, like her husband, is 


a "live wire" in the Philippines' cause. 
She is the best known Filipina in 
America. She is an interesting public 
speaker and Is constantly giving illus- 
trated lectures at women's clubs and 
other gatherings. Mrs. de Veyra is a 
publicity bureau all in herself and has 
put the Philippines on the map, so far 
as the women folk of Washington con- 
gressional circles are concerned. 


"I find that the Filipino people have 


been much misrepresented in the Unit- 


ed States," says Mrs. de Veyra. "I do 
not mean to infer we are perfect, for 
we are not. My people have most of 
the defects, I suppose, that other hu- 
mans have, but at the same time .we 
are far from the people, that many 
Americans have been made to believe. 
Not only are we a Christian people, 
but our race has a history that we are 
not ashamed of. Throughout the Phil- 
ippine Islands the people are now 
working earnestly to improve them- 
selves und their conditions so they will 
be prepared to take over their own af- 
fairs. We all love America for giving 
us a chance to help ourselves and for 
having promised us our independence, 
which is one of the dearest desires of 
the entire citizenship of the Islands." 


To American women whose ideas of 


Filipinos have been founded on Sun- 
day supplement descriptions of wild 
tribes, Mrs. de Veyra's gentle manner 
and evident Culture Mve been a reve- 
lation. She is sought by women's clubs 
because of her charming manner as an 
impromptu speaker on the subject 
nearest her heart—the women of her 
country. 


At a recent Washington gathering 


she gave in perfect English a concise 
account of the work of a woman's club 
In Manila which supplies milk to the 
babies of the poor and trains mothers 
•to care for tneir young children. She 
told of another woman's chib which 
has branches all over the Philippine 
Islands and which maintains day 
nurseries for the children of the work- 
ing women, provides Christmas cheer 
for the lepers, the insane and the con- 
victs, and gathers data to influence leg- 
islation for the benefit of Filipino wo- 
men and children. 


The four little De Veyras, shown In 


the picture, having attended the pub- 
lic schools in Manila, slipped right into 
the same grades in the schools of 
Washington. 
Even little Mary, the 


baby of the family, speaks three lan- 
guages—her native tongue, Spanish 
and English.

Control of Watermelon 


Anthracnose by Spraying 


The most practical method of re 


duciag the damage done by anthrac- 
nose is to spray the watermelon vines 
with 4-4-50 Bordeaux mixture. 
If 


spores are carried to healthy melon 
vines they will become diseased un- 


I less protected by a coating of spray 
mixture, which prevents the germin- 
ation of these spores and the develop- 
ment of the fungus. 


Thorough applications of Bordeaux 


mixture will prevent the spread of 
anthracnose and, will help to control 
other diseases of the crop. 
One 


must remember that spraying is a 
preventive, 
not a cure, and that 


it is effective 
only 
to the extent 


that the surface of the plant is kept 
covered with a thin coating of the 
spray solution. 
Knowing this and 


the fact 
that the disease spreads 


rapidly during and immediately after 
rainy weather, the 
farmer 
must 


choose the proper time for the appli- 
cation. It js best to 'make (he firs 


application when the vines begin to 
run, spray the second time one week 
after the first melons have set and 
make a third application about two 
weeks later. If farmers have not to, 
'owed this schedule and anthracnose 
appears, spray immediately and re- 
peat in 10 to 
12 
daySj if 


weather a third application- will be 
required. 


Anthracnose is caused by a mic- 


roscopic plant, a 
fungus known 


colletotrichum lagenarium 
Vines 


attacked by this disease may be rec 
ognized by the numerous irregular 
black spots which appear on the 
eaves. 
When heavily infected the 


leaves will have a tendency to shrivel 
and_cur, and after heavy rains spread 


Do not plant melons on the same 


land two years in succession, as this 
disease will live over from one sea- 
son to another in the soil. DO not 
work among rhe vines when they are 


• wet as this is a good way to spread 


I the disease. Select a bright, sunny 
day ior spraying, in order that your 
spray mixture will dry thoroughly 
Make your Bordeaux mixture care 
Mly. If it contains more than four 
pounds of bluestone to 50 gallons, the 
foliage may be severely burned. Do 
not use an old mixture, prepay your 
spray fresh just before-using. Home- 
mads Bordeaux mixture is more sat- 
isfactory than commercial prepara- 
tions, and is at least 50 per cent 
cheaper. Bluestone may be purchas- 
ed in small quantities at 13 to 15 
cents per pound, quicklime (never 
use air-slacked) at two to tiree cents 
Per pound, and at these prices your 
spray mixture will noi exceed the 
cost of iy2 cents per gallon.
